DEFENDANT’S MOTION FOR DISCOVERY 

Now comes the Defendant in the above-referenced matter and requests this 
Honorable Court, pursuant to Rule 14(a)(l)(A)(iii), (vii), and (a)(2) of the Massachusetts 
Rules of Criminal Procedure, to order the Commonwealth to produce, in discovery, the 
answer to the following questions and to produce the related documents. As grounds for 
the Motion, Defense Counsel states that the substances in this case were received at the 
State Lab on December 1, 2010, and analyzed on December 14,2010 and December 23, 
2010. See attached Exhibit A. On February 3,2012, the District Attorney’s Office sent a 
letter to Defense Counsel regarding a “possible breach of protocol with respect to some 
drug samples” and related to what is alleged to be a chain of custody issue involving 
Annie Dookhan, one of the analysts involved in testing the substances in this case. See 
attached Exhibit B. The letter from the District Attorney’s Office references a February 
1, 2012 letter from the State Laboratory itself, which notified the District Attorney’s 
Office of the “possible breach of protocol.” See attached Exhibit C. The questions are as 
follows: 


!. What were the dates the 90 samples were received at the State Laboratory? 



2. What were the dates the 90 samples were analyzed at the State Laboratory? 

3. From which towns were the 90 samples received? 

4. Who were the second analysts on the 90 samples? 

5. When was the possible breach of protocol first discovered? 

6. How was it discovered? I.e., was it a self-disclosure, the result of an. audit, 
etc.? 

7. How did the State Laboratory determine there are only 90 cases affected? 

8. Were there any remedial measures undertaken by the State Laboratory as a 
result of this possible breach of protocol, including but not limited to changes 
in policy, training, hiring, etc. If so, the Defendant requests production of 
such measures. 

9. The Defendant requests production of the State Laboratory Policies and 
Procedures related to evidence collection, security, and chain of custody. 

10. The Defendant requests production of all chain of custody documents, reports, 
and memoranda involving the substances tested in this case, including before 
the discovery' of this possible breach of protocol, and after such discovery, 
including but not limited to during any re-test. 

1 L Most analyses involve a preliminary step and a confirmatory step, involving 
two different analysts. Are there any other analysts under investigation? 

12. What is the status of Ms. Dookhan’s current employment at the State 
Laboratory? 

13. Will Ms. Dookhan be available to testify in this case? 

14. Have the substances involved in this case been re-tested? If not, will they be? 

15. If the substances involved in this case are going to be re-tested, the Defendant 
requests production of all chain of custody documents, reports, and 
memoranda. 


As grounds for the Motion, the Defendant states that the production of answers to 


these questions and the related requests for production of documents are essential to 


ensure that she is able to fully cross-examine any and all witnesses called by the 
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Commonwealth and to ensure that she otherwise receives a fair trial, as guaranteed to her 
by the United States Constitution and Article X VII of the Massachusetts Declaration of

W hile 
not named in the DPH letter, the chemist being investigated is Annie Dookhan, the 
chemist who analyzed the substances in our case. It is the understanding of this office 
that the chemist may have directly taken evidence from, the evidence locker for testing 
without properly signing for the same and/or obtaining the co-signature of the evidence 
officer. 

The substances involved in our case are not among the ninety samples mentioned 
in the DPH letter.

I share with you the letter out of an abundance of caution to 
notify you of the DPH investigation.
